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In the article “A Brief for the Signal 
Corps” the writer is not fair when he 
mekes the statement, “It would appear as 
though the ‘Doughboy’ felt the glory of 
the advance was his alone.” 

That is not the Doughboy’s attitude and 
he does not desire to deprive the Signal 
Corps of its proper share of the glory or 
a chance to be killed, which all people 
familiar with conditions will admit is best 
when serving with the Infantry. But the 
Doughboy has learned by bitter experience 
that unless the signal man belongs to him 
he will lose him when he needs him the 
most because some man back in the base 
of supply or at Bordeaux or Marseilles 
wants a good office assistant or some one 
to put a telephone line in his billet. 

As a_ regimental commander I was 
never able to retain my competent, loyal 
signal man. After he worked with me 
under hellish conditions and had made 
good he was invariably stolen by some one 
else and not always was it to the advyan- 
tage of the signal man.

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An Answer to “‘A Brief for the Signal Corps’’ 


In my opinion the system employed in 
France in having the line of communica- 
tion within a regiment handled by the Sig- 
nal Corps was wrong and it should not 
be perpetuated. 

The proposed system of turning the work 
over to the Infantry is, I believe, also 
wrong. Because if this is done I believe 
the Infantry is going to suffer and suffer 
seriously through lack of competent offi- 
cers, and by competent I mean competent 
in signal communication. 

The Infantry in time of peace is not 
prepared to train these men unless they 
are sent to a signal school under the con- 
trol of the Signal Corps and certainly in 
time of war competent Infantry signal offi- 
cers will not be forthcoming unless they 
are supplied by the Signal Corps itself. 

Destructive criticism is useless. Con- 
structive criticism is valuable. Now hav- 
ing damned both systems, what is the so- 
lution? 

In my opinion the ideal way is to have 
the signal company or signal platoon com- 
posed of Infantry soldiers longing to 
the regiment, but commanded by a qualified 
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sent by registered mail. Checks or drafts on 


officer of the Signal Corps who will be as- 
signed to the regiment and for his tour 
would, to all intents and purposes, be an 
officer of that regiment. He should re- 
ceive his training in the Signal Corps be- 
fere being assigned to the regiment. 
When his tour is up he should go back to 
the Signal Corps. His rank should be 
from second lieutenant to captain, this in 
order to allow the regimental commander 
te recommend his signal officer for promo- 
tion without immediately losing his ser- 
vices. 

Assuming that a signal man is assigned 
ro the regiment as a second lieutenant this 
system would enable the regimental com- 
mander in time of war to recommend his 
signal officer for two promotions before 
losing him and if this man after having at- 
tained the grade of captain so distin- 
guishes himself that he is entitled to an 
additional promotion then by the “Great 
Horn Spoon” he has it coming to him 
and no red blooded regimental commander 
would fail to recommend him or stand in 
his way to well deserved promotion. 

As long as communication in the regi- 
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ment is handled by Signal Corps troops 
they will be taken away from the regi 
mental commander when he needs ther 
the most and in the majority of cases wit 
out his consent or prior advice of 
change. Twice in France I not only los 
my signal officer, but had my whole pl 
teon taken away as well. 

If the enlisted men of the signal com 
pany or signal platoon belong to the regt 
ment. the regimental commander will af 
least have men of his own organization t 
carry on the work in the event of his Sig 
ral Corps officer being withdrawn, trans 
ferred or promoted. 

I believe that the Infantry would be gla 
to have this work performed by the Sign 
Ccrps and have the training of the sigt 
men taken off its hands if we believed tha 
it would work, but we have learned 
very bitter experience that unless thes 
officers and men belonging to the reg 
ment or at least are assigned to it (nd 
attached) we will lose them when we nee 
them the most.

The Arms Conference and the Coast Artillery 


By Brig. Gen. Johnson Hagood, U.S.A. 


HE Washington conference is be- 
ing called called variously the Arms 
Conference, the Armament Confer- 
ence, and the Disarmament Confer- 


exvce. Notwithstanding this mnomencla- 
ture, and the fact that the _ public 
is looking for a material reduction of 


armies and navies, the conference in reality 
has taken up only two phases of this sub- 
ect, to wit, navies and naval bases. 

A naval base means a fortified harber 
and for the United States this is included 
jn what we term the Coast Artillery, to 
wit, the fixed and movable elements of 
seacoast fortifications and the personnel 
assigned thereto. 

In a great fortress like Corregidor this 
personnel would consist of all arms of the 
Service, and in other seacoast forts it 
must of necessity consist of artillery and 
jnfantry, with detachments of engineers 
and other staff troops. 


For National Defense 


The basie principle of the limitation of 
naval tonnage is that each of the great 
powers shall have a navy adequate for 
defense, but inadequate for offense. In all 
likelihood the same principle will be ap- 
plied to the Army, not by the conference 
but by the voting public and by Congress. 

It would be good policy, therefore, to go 
the soft pedal upon our so-called “expedi- 
tionary force” and to model our plans for 
a peace Army on the basis of a strong sys- 
tem of coast defense and an adequate na- 
tional policy. It would be better to have 
kept up our seven divisions in the United 
States. It would be a national calamity 
ty reduce that number below three. But if 
we must stand for further Army reduc- 
ticns, naval bases, i.e., seacoast fortifica- 
tions, give us a strong point about which 
we can rally and hold our own.

tary profession that is most conveniently 
experienced by concentrating troops in 
large commands. If the necessary accom- 
modations already existed, such concentra- 
tions would result in economies of person- 
nel and funds. But this technique can be 
as well, or better, learned in the great 
practical schools like Camp Benning and 
we must not forget that the development 
of military character is best accomplished 
in small, independent commands, where 
comparatively young officers have a great 
variety of experience and responsibility. 
The old Coast Artillery posts, as well 
as the old mobile army posts, offer a 
splendid opportunity for such service, and 
the writer believes that every one of them 
should be regarrisoned and their fine 


barracks and quarters filled to capacity. 

This country is not so pauperized that 
it cannot afford to keep five companies at 
Fort Moultrie for the defense of Charles- 
ton harbor, and the naval base there. Nor 
& similar number at Savannah and Mo- 
bile. Our General Staff may show mili- 
tary strategy by concluding that these har- 
bors and cities are of little military value, 
either to ourselves or the enemy. But 
they show very poor political strategy by 
such a policy. To the people of South 
Carolina, of Georgia and of Alabama, 
where much of the opposition to a big 
Army is found, their principal harbors are 
cf great military value and these people 
de not want them exposed to enemy at- 
tacks even if such attacks should -have 


little effect upon the eventual outcome of 
a great war. 

The training and experience given the 
troops in these small Coast Artillery com- 
mands is of much greater military value 
than that given a corresponding number of 
men in a division camp. The Army in 
time of peace is only a school in which 
the officers and some of the soldiers are 
being trained for higher command. 
rest of the soldiers are pawns to be dis- 
carded before the real game begins. No 
unit trained in time of peace will ever 
fight as such in a serious war. 


For Strong Coast Defense 


Home defense for the Army then means 
strong coast defenses; powerful guns in 
fixed positions; a limited amount of rail- 
way artillery and other heavy mobile 
guns for local defense; airplanes for 
scouting and observation of fire; subma- 
rines and submarine mines; and a 
but efficient personnel of all arms. 

Coast defenses, in time of peace, will 
rot mean mobile divisions held at strategic 
points ready to dash here or there to re- 
pel an invading army. It will not mean 
a fleet of airships, standing by to blow 
the enemy navy out of the water. It 
will not mean strategic railways 
ing the coast with 14-inch railway 
all polished and ready to steam into 
ton or Chesapeake Bay as the enemy may 
elect. It will mean old-fashioned perma- 
nent fortifications like Fort Sumter and 
Verdun, with the immortal motto “Ils ne 
passeront pas.” 

Such a system of national defense may 
not be perfect. It may not be sufficient, 
but if it become necessary to find an argu- 
ment for a Regular Army in time of peace, 
50,000 artillerymen can be accounted for 
in this manner. 





HE Senate has let Senator King 

know that it is against his various 

plans for a radical reduction in the 
Army and Navy. It is adamant against 
his plan to prevent the filling up of vacan- 
cies in the Army and Navy by holding up 
nominations for promotions sent in by the 
President. 

The Senate is said to have gone on rec- 
ord in an executive session by confirming 
a number of Navy nominations which had 
been reported by Chairman Page of the 
Neval Affairs Committee over the protest 
of Senator King. 

Senator King had launched an attack 
on the Army and Navy along the lines of 
a number of interviews he had given to 
the press. He argued that the only way 
to bring about peace was to reduce the 
Strength of the Army and Navy. He de- 
clared that he proposed to begin this by 
holding up not only the nominations which 
Were then pending, but all Army and 
Navy nominations that were sent by the 
President ‘to the Senate. 

The usual proceeding when a Senator 
objects to the confirmation of a nomina- 
tion is to lay it aside for at least a time. 
This is what is sometimes called Sena- 
torial courtesy. (No member of the Sen- 
ate is more inclined to be mindful of the 
Wishes of his colleagues than is Chairman 
Page. But evidently Senator Page 
thought that Senator King had raised an 
issue which went beyond Senatorial cour- 
tesy, for he rose quietly and declared that 
the time had arrived when the Senate 
Should take some decisive action upon the 
Proposals that were made by the Senator 
Tom Utah. 

In the course of his remarks Chairman 

age insisted that the tactics of Senator 

Ing would work a great injustice to the 
officers who were serving in the Navy. 
He insisted that there was a moral obliga- 
tion on the part of the Government to 
Promote officers who in compliance with 
existing law had. won higher places in the 

ervice. He declared that in order to de- 
termine the Policy of the Senate under

such conditions he would move the imme- 
diate confirmation of the pending nomina- 
tions. Senator King cast the only nega- 
tive vote. 

Coming at this time, the action of the 
Senate is regarded as indicating that good 
reasons must be shown for a reduction in 
the strength of the Army and Navy. It 
is not thought now that the Senate can 
be stampeded by any unreasonable demand 
for reductions in either of the Services. 

Chairman Butler of the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, it is stated, has not 
written a personnel bill, but he has been 
discussing a plan for fixing the number 
of officers and enlisted men in the Navy. 
His bill would call for a reduction in the 
strength of the Navy, but Chairman But- 
ler has not yet decided how much the re- 
duction-should be. Even when he intro- 
duces a bill it will be a tentative meas- 
ure, and he declares that the department 
and officers of the Navy will have ample 
opportunity to show why it should not be 
passed. 

Aside from a proposed reduction, Chair- 
man. Butler’s bill would change the sys- 
tem of fixing the strength of the corps. of 
Navy officers. He would abolish the pres- 
ent policy of maintaining the number of 
cfficers at four per cent. of the authorized 
enlisted strength. There may be some 
changes proposed in the present system 
of promotion. It is possible that a great 
many personnel questions will be opened 
up by Chairman Butler’s bill. 


Pay Bill Developments 


During the past week the Wadsworth 
committee has held daily sessions with 
representatives of the Services. The Mc- 
Kenzie plan and the recommendations of 
the Services have been gone over line by 
line. There is no longer any doubt that 
the Wadsworth committee will make a 
report to the Senate and House along the 
general line of the McKenzie plan. Not 
until the committee makes its report will 
it be known how the details of the bill 
will be worked out. 

While the representatives of the Navy 
are co-operating with the Wadsworth 
committee and the other Services in work- 


ing out a bill that will come within the 
budget, they have made it plain that they 
doubt the ability of the Navy to obtain 
petty officers and enlisted specialists un- 
der the limitatigns that have been pro- 
posed. 


Enlisted Men’s Pay 


Heroic efforts are being made to fix up 
an enlisted man’s pay schedule that will 
apply to all of the Services. This has 
been found to be one of the most intricate 
problems before the committees. Enlisted 
men are divided into seven grades. The 
rates of pay, as now before the Wads- 
worth committee, are substantially as fol- 
lows: First grade, which includes non- 
commissioned officers of the Army and 
chief petty officers of the Navy, from $93 
to $120 per month; second. grade, $78; 
third grade, $63; fourth grade, $51; fifth 
grade, $42; sixth grade, $30, and seventh 
grade, $21. Permanent additions to pay, 
citizenship pay and continuous service 
pay are discontinued. Honorable dis- 
eharge gratuity has been fixed tentatively 
at $50 for each year in previous enlist- 
ments, not exceeding a total of $200 for 
the first three grades and $25 for each 
year for the other grades, not exceeding 
$100. The pay of men transferred to the 
Fleet Naval Reserve and those hereafter 
transferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve in 
class 1-c and 1-d will be based on the new 
rate of pay. 

On the question of allowances for the 
dependents of enlisted men there is great 
difference of opinion. As the agreement 
was finally worked out by the representa. 
tives of the Services, enlisted men in the 
first, second and third grades on active 
duty having one or ‘two dependents will 
be allowed sixty-five cents per day rations 
and $20 commutation for one room. Three 
or more dependents in these grades, $1 per 
day and $20 for one room. 

The protest from the Navy. against an 
allowance for the dependents of enlisted 
men is making an impression on some of 
the members of the Wadsworth committee. 
It is being urged that it would be more 
satisfactory to leave the pay of enlisted 
men in the Navy as in the schedule award- 
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ed May 18, 1920, with the exception of a 
reduction in the two lower grades. The 
claim is made that a plan could be worket 
out for a lower rate of pay in the two 
lower grades which would come within 
the budget, and at the same time be more 
satisfactory to officers and men of the 
Navy. 

The Navy’s representatives insist that 
in the early years of his service an en- 
listed man is not much more than an ap- 
prentice and should not receive the same 
pay as those with longer service. 


Army Wants Allowances 


. The older officers of the Army are in- 
sistent upon allowances for the dependents 
of enlisted men of the upper es. This, 
it is insisted, would give the Army the 
class of staple and cient non-commis- 
sioned officers that it needs under the new 
policy of the War Department. Most of 
the officers prefer married non-coms., as 
they believe that they will have a steady- 
ing effect upon the enlisted personnel. 
The Wadsworth committee is still in- 
sisting upon some system by which the 
number of enlisted men in the 
grades of the Navy should be fixed by law. 
Senators and Members are frequently re- 
ferring to the fact that 41,000 of the en- 
listed men of the Navy would be in the 
three upper grades. As Chairman Wads- 
worth declared in the open hearings, this 
appears to be too large a percentage of 
enlisted men in these gra 


The Wadsworth committee went into 
executive session with representatives of 
the Services on Feb. 2 for what is believed 
will be the last conference before the 
Joint Congressional Committee takes up 
the work of writing the pay bill. The 
committee will make heroie efforts to 
out its report some day next week. It is 
anxious to have the bill at least under 
consideration by both Houses before the 
Army Appropriation bill is reported out. 
It is possible that the House Committee 
on Appropriations will hold the Army Ap- 
proprietion bill until the pay bill ' 
ken such form that the estimates o 
cost can be made. 
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Must Pay Income Tax 


on Transportation 


An avalanche of inquiries has descended 
upon the office of the Chief of Finance, 
US.A., from all branches of the Service 
relative to the income tax on transporta- 
tion furnished to an officer’s or enlisted 
man’s dependents. 

The Finance Department is desirous 
that the Service be correctly informed as 
to the proper procedure in submitting in- 
come tax returns, as the present office per- 
sonnel is entirely inadequate tc handle the 
correspondence promptly. 

When submitting income tax returns, 
military personnel are required to enter 
thereon the value of all transportation re- 
= to be furnished to dependents under 
the provisions of the act of May 16, 1920. 
This contemplates transportation from the 
old to the new station or from the home 
of dependents to the new station when 
cost thereof does not exceed that from the 
cle to the new station. 

When transportation is furnished ¢e- 
pendents in excess of that required by the 
act of May 18, 1920, by circuitous route 
or with stop-over privilege, the excess 
cost is refunded by the officer and the 
amount of such excess is not to be entered 
as income. 

Transportation of dependents is not 
considered as a troop movement, and the 
cost to the Government is the commercial 
rate. Such cost of transportation from 
the old to the new station or from the 
home of dependents to the new station 
when less than the full amount authorized 
by law, can be obtained in most cases 
from the agent of the carrier. The War 
Department requests that officers and 
ethers secure such information from 
carrier agents rather than to add to the 
werk of the Finance Officer, U.S.A., 
Washington, D.C., by requesting informa- 
tion from that officer. 


THE NEW YORK GENERAL

NATIONAL SECURITY LEAGUE 
OPPOSES CUT IN THE ARMY.

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POST-GRADUATE ENGINEERING 
CLASS FOR NAVY OFFICERS. 


A Navy board to select officers for the 
next post-graduate class in engineering 
will meet at the Navy Department on 
March 20. Selections will be confined to 
those applicants who will have had four 
or more years sea service by July 1, 1922. 
Approximately fifty officers may be chosen, 
divided in the following proportion: 20 
for mechanical engineering, 15 for elec- 
trical engineering, 10 for radio engineer- 
ing, 5 for aeronautical engineering. 

Applicants will submit requests via offi- 
cial channels to reach the Bureau of Navi- 
gation on or before March 20. Officers 
en foreign stations will, if necessary, make 
requests by dispatch via senior officer 
present. 

Officers so selected will be ordered to 
report to the Post-Graduate School, U.S. 
Naval Academy, about July 1, 1922, de- 
pending upon available gcvernment trans- 
portation. 

GENERAL SLADEN TO COMMAND

Brig. Gen. Fred W. Sladen, U.S.A., was 
on Jan. 28 formally appointed Superin- 
tendent of the United States Military 
Academy, to assume office on June 30 next, 
when he relieves Brig. Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, who is ordered to Manila for duty. 

General Sladen, who is an officer of dis- 
tinguished service, is no stranger to the 
U.S.M.A. He was graduated from that 
institution in 1896 and served at West 
Point as commandant of cadets from Jan. 
23, 1911, to Jan. 23, 1914, when he was 
relieved and ordered to duty in China with 
the 15th Infantry. His administration as 
commandant of cadets was very popular. 
Among many other duties General Sladen 
served on the General Staff and during the 
World War he was in command of the 5th 
Infantry Brigade in France, where he 
took part in a number of actions. 

For his skill, courage and leadership in 
the battle of the Marne, General Sladen 
was awarded the Croix de Guerre with 
Palm, and also the D.S.M., and for ex- 
traordinary heroism in action near Ferme 
de la Madeline he was awarded the D.S.C. 
General Sladen was also awarded the 
Croce al Merito di Guerra (Italian) 
Medal of La Solidaridad (Panama), an 
Cross of the Legion of Honor (French). 


INSIGNIA FOR DIXIE DIVISION

“On a gray background appears the 
Greek letter Delta embroidered in red. 
Within the Greek letter Delta on a white 
background appears the letter “D” in 
blue. This causes the three National colors, 
red, white and blue, to appear on the 
patch and on the background the cadet 
gray. The Greek letter Delta (D) and 
the English black letter (D) appearing 
within the Greek letter indicate “Dixie 
Division.”

COMPLETING ELIGIBLE LIST 
OF WARRANT OFFICERS, U.S.A. 


The first offer made to men in the Ser- 
vice, by the War Department, of a place 
on the eligible list for the 1,120 appoint- 
ments as warrant officers authorized by 
the act of June 4, 1920, was presented to 
approximately 1,600 men. Of this entire 
number there were about eighty who de- 
clined, due it is believed, to the fact that 
the men did not entirely understand the 
retired pay and privileges, although the 
law states that they shall be entitled to 
retirement under the same conditions as 
commissioned officers. Another offer was 
recently sent out to the men, which is ex- 
tended until June 30, 1922, but accept- 
ances are coming in and it is expected 
that when the time limit has _ expired 
very few will have refused the offer of a 
plece on the eligible list for appointments 





to vacancies as they may hereafter occur. 

As the present list of the warrant grade 
is enough to last about four years, and 
also, it having the approval of the Sec- 
tetary of War, it is extremely doubtful 
that the Department will give those who 
do not accept within the time limit an- 
other opportunity. 


SHANKS BOARD TO REPORT 
AFTER PAY BILL PASSES. 


It is understood that the Shanks board, 
which was appointed at the request of the 
Senate Military Committee to investigate 
the present system of promotion in the 
Army, will not report until after the pay 
bill passes Congress. With the pay bill 
before Congress and the prospect of an 
elimination bill, which is to be submitted 
at the request of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, the conclusion is reached 
that it would be unwise to further com- 
pl-cate the military legislative situation. 

This is not to be taken to indicate that 
the board will not proceed with its in- 
vestigation. During the past two weeks 
the board has held eight or nine meetings 
at which the different phases of the pres- 
ent system of promotion were gone into 
with great care. When the board makes 
its report, it will be prepared to submit 
some interesting data as to the effect of 
the provisions of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act, upon promotion not only from 
the grade of major down but up to and 
ineluding colonel. 

It has been suggested by one member of 
the board that the pay bill basing pay on 
length of service instead of rank, may be 
taken into consideration in making a re- 
pert. Much will depend upon the char- 
acter of the provisions of the pay bill cov- 
ering constructive service. 

It has been suggested that this provision 
of the pay bill might be so drawn as to 
correct some of the inequalities of the Re- 
organization act covering promotion. 





JACKSON BARRACKS, LA., 
GIVEN UP AS ARMY POST. 


The Secretary of War has directed that 
Jackson Barracks, La., be leased to the 
state of Louisiana and a revocable license 
has been executed transferring that post 
to the jurisdiction of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the state. Feb. 1, 1922, has been 
fixed as the date on which the command- 
ing general of the 4th Corps Area will 
cease to exercise jurisdiction over the post. 

The personnel on duty at Jackson Bar- 
racks will be assigned to duty elsewhere 
as soon as practicable. There is a C.A.C. 
detachment on duty at Jackson Barracks, 
and also detachments of the Medical and 
Ordnance Departments, and the Q.M. 
Corps, and a casual] detachment. 


11TH CAVALRY, U.S.A.. DEFEATS 
H.M.S. RALEIGH IN SHOOTING. 


An interesting rifle competition took 
place at the Presidio of Monterey, Calif., 
Jan. 25 between teams of eight men each 
from the 11th Cavalry, U.S.A., and the 
British warship Raleigh. The Cavalry- 
men won the contest with the big lead of 
180 points, scoring an aggregate of 895 
against 715 by the team from H.M.S. 
Raleigh. 

The match was shot. at 200, 300 and 
500 yards. Each man fired five shots de- 
liberate fire and five shots snap shooting 
at a bobbing target at 200 and 300 yards. 
The shooting at the 500 yards range was 
five shots per man deliberate fire and five 
shots rapid fire. The Cavalrymen led at 
every range.

Retired officers of both Services are ex. 
ercised over the provision contained in the 
tentative draft of the pay bill recently 
given out by Mr. McKenzie, that “here. 
after no officer of any of the Services men- 
tioned in the title of this bill who is on 
the retired list shall receive any increase 
of retired pay on account of promotion 
attained or length of service accumulated 
because of active duty performed while a 
retired officer.” 

Whether the new draft of the pay bill 
about to be submitted to Congress will 
rob the retired officers of both past and 
future credits for active duty while on the 
retired list is still a question. Among 
those who would be adversely affected by 
such a drastic amendment of the law are 
numerous officers in both Services who 
earned their retired list promotion by ar- 
duous and most valuable service in the 
World War as troop training officers, med- 
ical examiners, supply officers and in 
many other details. 


BRIEF OPPOSES IMMIGRATION 

AND COLONIZATION OF JAPANESE. 

A brief on “Japanese Immigration and 
Colonization” has been prepared for con- 
sideration of the State Department by V. 
S. McClatchy, publisher of the Sacramento 
Bee, on behalf of the Japanese Exclusion 
League of California. The brief is a 
statement of facts on Japanese immigra- 
tion and national problems, carefully di- 
gested and logically arranged, together 
with an explanation of the position occu- 
pied and actions taken and contemplated 
by the people of California in connection 
therewith. 

The league’s declaration of principles 
clearly expresses the intent to accord to 
Japanese legally entitled to residence in 
California full protection in all rights to 
which they are now entitled, and fair 
treatment. It announces the state’s ob- 
jection to the granting of further rights, 
more particularly in the ownership or con- 
trol of agricultural Jands. 

Under Federal statutes the Japanese 
are ineligible to citizenship and must 
therefore always constitute an alien and 
unassimilable element. The Japanese 
government does not permit the alienation 
and expatriation of its subjects, and in 
Japan the ownership of land by foreign- 
ers is forbidden under the present law, 
It is interesting to know that what Ja 
pan is demanding for her people in Cali- 
fornia in the way of ownership or lease 
of land is forbidden to all foreigners in 
Japan. 

Would Exclude Japanese. 


Absolute exclusion in the future of Jap- 
anese immigration is declared by the Ex 
clusion League to be necessary for the na- 
tion’s welfare and safety, because the Jap- 
anese in mass, or individually, and with 
rare exceptions, are undesirable as imml- 
grants and citizens, and their presence in 
this country in increased number is cet- 


tain to result eventually in racial con- 
flict and international trouble. 
In economic competition, the league 


maintains, their many advantages enable 
them to drive the whites out of industries 
and out of communities, partly because 
of their low standard of living, general 
usé of women as laborers, and prevalence 
of child labor. There are more white men 
working for Japanese in California to 
day than Japanese working for whites, 
according to statistics compiled by the 
league. 
League Not Unfriendly. 


At the conclusion of the brief there is 4 
declaration of principles outlined by the 
league and endorsed by the Senate and As 
sembly of California: In this matter 
there is neither racial prejudice nor un 
friendliness on the part of the Japanese 
Exclusion League and those whom it rep 
resents, but “on the contrary, its action 
is based on the hope that Japan and the 
United States may long maintain friendly 
intercourse and mutually profitable com 
mercial relations, and on the conviction 
that such conditions are not possible if 
there is permitted to develop in_eithet 
country an alien, unassimilable elemen’, 
certain to create economic disturbances 
and racial conflict.” 
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Powers Adopt Treaties 
at Arms Conference 


A plenary session of the Conference for 
the Limitation of Armaments on Feb. 2 
approved the two treaties limiting navies 
and restricting the use of new agencies of 


warfare—the submarine and gas. The 
treaties will have to be ratified before they 
are effective. 


Tha five-power treaty limiting naval 
strength, as adopted by the delegates, pro- 
yides that: 

The United States may complete and 
retain two ships of the West Virginia 
class now under construction. On_ the 
completion of these two ships the North 
Dakota and Delaware shall be disposed of. 

The British Empire may construct two 
new capital ships not exceeding 35,000 
tons (30,5060 metric tons) standard dis- 
placement each. On the completion of the 
said two ships, the Thunderer, King 
George V, Ajax and Centurion shall be 
disposed of,

Weekly Review of 
Fighting Going On 


Reports referring to minor engagements 
on the Greco-Turkish front in Asia Minor 
serve as a reminder that with the ap- 
proaching break-up of winter conditions 
in this theater a renewal of warfare on 
an extensive scale may be expected unless 
Great Britain and France succeed in 
reaching an agreement not only eliminat- 
ing their own points of difference, but also 
meeting the demands of the Turkish Na- 
tionalists. 

So far as Greece is concerned, it is safe 
to assume that once British financial 
port is withdrawn she will have no 
ternative to a discontinuance of h 
and withdrawal from Asia Minor. It is 
practically certain that anything short of 
complete withdrawal will prove inaccept- 
able to the Turks, who unquestionably 
yo ry the upper hand in the present situa- 
ion. 

In his recent statement as to the seri- 
ous state of affairs in India, Lord North- 
cliffe attributes the existing unrest 
the Mohammedan population to Bri 
support of Greek attacks on the leader of 
Islam. 

It is clear that Great Britain can sat- 
isfy the discontented Moslems of India 
only by bringing about peace between the 
Greeks and the Turks, which, as already 
stated, implies the withdrawal by the 
Greeks from Asia Minor. Such a with- 
drawal would, however, have as its result 
the exposure of the British forces in Meso- 
potamia to attack by the Turkish forees 
released from the Greek pressure. A 
complete Greek withdrawal would there- 
fore also require the abandonment by the 
British of Mesopotamia and the loss of 
their influence over the Arabs. More im- 
portant still, such action would expose to 
Turkish invasion the British mandated 
territory of Palestine, which powerful ele- 
rents in the British financial world are 
interested in supporting. 


Egypt. 

Dispatches of Jan. 27 are to the effect 
that British troops in Egypt killed 190 
and wounded 1,000 Egyptian Nationalists 
when renewed fighting broke out in Cairo. 
Disorders have been assuming constantly 
increasing proportions since the deporta- 
tion to Ceylon of Zaghloul Pasha, the 
Nationalist leader. The British have pet 
into effect stern repressive measures, em- 
ploying aireraft for the dispersal of riet- 
ous gatherings. 

The Egyptian Nationalists have also in- 
augurated a non-co-operation movement 
against the British, apparently similar in 
character to the movement launched by 
Gandhi in India. The boycott strikes 
Great Britain in a peculiarly vulnerable 
spot—her trade and industrial interests, 
already seriously affected by the present 
economic stagnation. 

The seriousness of conditions in 
is shown by the fact that the British gov- 
ernment has found it necessary to sum- 
mon its High Commissioner, Field Mar- 
shal Allenby, to London for consultation 
on the situation.

In a Peking dispatch of Jan. 22, Wa 
Pei Fu was reported as having seized the 
salt revenues. This development does not 
appear to argue well for the -success of 
the proposals for the restoration of Chi- 
nese sovereignty now under tion 
in the Washington conference. Whatever 
may be the British intentions in taking 
this action, its effect would unavoidably 
be to support the interests of Chang Tso- 
lin and thus promote Japanese interests 
in China.

INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION 
NEEDED NOW. 

Man is always more important than his 
weapons because the proper handling of 
these weapons depends absolutely upon 
the intelligence, training, courage and self- 
control of the men using them. 

On the other hand, other things being 
equal, the men with the best and great- 
est number of kinds and greatest number 
of each kind, all properly supplied, have 
an advantage which cannot fail to mate- 
rially aid if it does not produce victory 


in any armed conflict. 

The ability of a small number of civil- 
ized men readily to defeat a large number 
of savage or semi-civilized men is due not 
only to superior intelligence and training, 
but also to his superior weapons. 

Napoleon, after a period of general com- 
bat, having found the weak point in the 
enemy’s line, would order up from 100 
to 400 guns of a reserve command to 
within 300 or 400 yards of the enemy's in- 
fantry and literally blow a hole through 
them, through which the infantry of the 
Imperial Guard then attacked. 

After the Napoleonic period the range 
ana rapidity of fire of the infantry small 
arm increased relatively faster than the 
range and rapidity of the fire of artillery. 
This resulted in the artillery being pushed 
further and further back on the battle- 
field. As a consequence, the artillery 
ceased to be able to bring to bear on any 
one point of the enemy's infantry that con- 
centration of fire which would open up a 
hole for their own infantry. 


Introduction of the 75-mm. 


Starting with the construction of the 
French. 75-mm. on a non-recoil carriage, 
the field artillery again began to be able 
to obtain a sufficient concentration of fire 
to force the enemy infantry out of, or so 
demoralize, kill and wound them over a 
certain area as to permit its own infan- 
try to occupy, that area without encoun- 
tering material resistance. 

As the recent great war progressed the 
volume of artillery fire steadily increased 
not only because of the use of a greater 
number of guns of all calibers, but also 
because of greater rapidity of fire. Also 
the accuracy of artillery fire was consid- 
erably increased, primarily because avia- 
tion had developed to the point where it 
could and did obtain accurate information 
of all of the enemy’s territory, thus locat- 
ing desirable targets, and also because of 
its ability to adjust fire upon points out 
of sight of terrestrial observatories, 


Machine Guns and Tanks. 


As the artillery fire increased in fury 
the infantry steadily increased the dis- 
persion of its people in depth as well as 
in frontage in order to survive. To ob- 
tain the same volume of fire over a given 
front, this dispersion necessarily brought 
about the use of a constantly increasing 
number of machine guns and automatic 
rifles in proportion to rifles. This disper- 
sion, making it more difficult for the ar- 
tillery to do sufficient damage to the ene- 
my’s personnel, led to the introduction of 
tenks and a steadily increasing number of 
light trench mortars to finish at short 
range the work which the artillery, neces- 
sarily operating at longer range, could not 
do. For the reason that the artillery of- 
fers such splendid targets, it would be de- 
stroyed before doing anything at all if at- 
tempting to approach to the ranges at 
which trench mortars and one-pounders 
are habitually used. 


Demands Upon Country’s Industries. 


This increase in the number of rapid- 
fire weapons, the number of kinds of weap- 
ons and the number of each kind inevita- 
bly meant a steadily increasing demand 
on the industries of the country of each 
army. 

Some idea of the growth ot artillery 
may be gained from the fact that the nu.o- 
ber of artillerymen in the neh army 
increased from 200,000 in 1910 to 700,000 
in 1918. Some idea of the number of pro- 
jectiles used may be obtained from the 
fact that of the total expense to France 
for the war one-seventh was for artillery 
projectiles alone. 

This figure does not include the cost of 
infantry weapons and their ammunition 
nor of the guns used by the artillery. 


Peace-time Activities for National Defense. 


There can be no doubt that Germany's 
ability to resist the majority of the armed 
forces of the world so long and so success- 
fully as she did was largely due to her 
preparations for industrial mobilization 
prior to the war and the consequent ex- 
cellent and economical use to which she 
put her industrial resources from the be- 

mning. In the possession of 450 blast

coal, she had an initial advantage which 
it took years of effort and the resources of 
the world for the allied and associated 
powers ts overcome. 


An Industrial General Staff. 


Immediately war was begun the Ger- 
mans assembled their industrial general 
staff, made up of the heads of her princi- 
pal industries. This industrial genera] 
staff had complete control of raw mate- 
rials, determined priority of orders, essen- 
tial and non-essential industries and all 
the other questions necessary to imsure a 
strictly economical use of Germany’s re- 
sources for war, purposes only. When 
the army needed men the industrial gen- 
eral staff said where they could best be 
spared. As considerable time had been 
had to plan all this there was an avoid- 
ance, on the whole, of the confusion and 
waste inseparable from our own magnifi- 
eent and wholly creditable but necessarily 
hasty effort in this direction after we had 
declared war. 


Profiting by War Lessons. 


Since the war the French center of ar- 
tillery studies established at Metz has 
been engaged in collecting and studying 
the data having to do with the use of ar- 
tillery in the war. This study of artillery 
inevitably led to the study of all other 
arms. As much as the officers concerned 
were familiar with the importance of mod- 
ern industry in war, they were so struck 
by the tremendous advantage accruing to 
the nation able to mobilize its industry 
first that they prepared a memorial for 
the French government, urging the imme- 
diate, thorough study of French industry 
from the point of view of its mobilization 
for war purposes and the careful prepara- 
tion of plans to insure its rapid and im- 
mediate carrying out should war come. 


What America Lacks. 


Our industrial mobilization showed that 
we lack certain essential war materials 
which have a commercial value in peace. 

It showed that the existing method of 
contracts in operation between the gov- 
ernment and private individuals or firms 
is unsatisfactory to both parties. It has 
left many concerns with large plants or 
parts of plants which are of no particular 
commercial value to them at the present 
time, and therefore can yield no returns. 
Nevertheless, they are taxed for these 
works. To avoid taxation, some already 
have been torn down. Others will be. 
It is not the actual production of war ma- 
tériel that takes considerable time if the 
plants and machinery to produce are in 
existence. It is the building of the plants 
and the making of the necessary machin- 
ery before a start is made which takes 
time. Time in warfare has always been 
of the greatest value. The present Arms 
Conference may limit the larger types of 
men-of-war and permanent fortifications, - 
beth of which take long periods to con- 
struct. Such action will increase the rel- 
ative value of the more easily and quickly 
constructed articles of armament, above 
all those produceable in large numbers. 


In many quarters there is a belief that 
a considerable portion of the recent and 
still existing business depression can be 
justly credited to the haste and confusion 
inseparable from an industrial mobiliza- 
tion hastily carried out at the last mo- 
ment and not in any way chargeable to 
the individuals concerned. 

The men who had charge of our indus- 
trial mobilization are alive and with the 
memory of their experiences still fresh. 
The industries which participated are still 
feeling the beneficial effects in some cases, 
the adverse in others. 


Results of Industrial Unpreparedness. 


The officers and enlisted men who expe- 
rienced on the battlefield the benefits to be 
derived from a proper armament properly 
supplied and the suffering, wounds, death 
and defeats inseparable from an insuffi- 
cient armament insufficiently supplied 
still exist by the hundreds of thousands. 

The Arms Conference in Washington is 
causing and keeping alive an interest in 
war questions which nothing short of war 
itself could produce, 


Time to Adopt National Plan. 


No better time could exist to initiate a 
frank discussion and study of industrial 
mobilization with the end in view of the 
preparation of a proper plan and its adop- 
tion by Congressional action. 

Such an act would be the fit and neces-

Interesting War Books 











CHEMICAL WARFARE. 


Chemical Warfare by Brig. Gen. Amos 
A. Fries, Chem. War. Ser., U.S.A., and 
Major Clarence J. West, C.W.S. Reserve, 
U.S.A. (McGraw Hill Book Co., New 
York). This is a valuable and interesting 
work on the new weapen which may de 
cide future conflicts and which played the 
most vicious and destructive role in our 
late war. 

Gas and fire are not new in warfare, 
Both were used centuries ago in a crude 
way, but in the late war with the aid of 
skilled chemists and engineers, the appli- 
cation of this weapon had an effect that 
was stupendous and fatal and demoraliz- 
ing to the modern armies. This is vividly 
described in chapters of this book. 

In future wars gas and smoke will be 
used in a more humane way, to disable, 
confuse and destroy morale, but not take 
the heavy toll of life. Tear and irritat- 
ing gases may be used as at present with 
the effect of making offensive units harm- 
less in attack or useless in objective and 
yet not destroy life or disable permanently, 

Major Gen. William L. Sibert, U.S.A, 
retired, writes in the foreword “Men are 
nothing in modern war unless they are 
equipped with the most effective devices 
for killing and maiming the enemy’s sol- 
diers and thoroughly trained in the use of 
such implements. Notwithstanding the 
fact that gas was used in the World War 
two years before the United States en- 
tered the fray, practically nothing was 
done in this country before April, 1917, 
towards the development of any chemical 
warfare appliances, offensive and defen- 
sive, and had it not been for the ability of 
an ally to supply our troops with such ap- 
pliances, they would have been ag de 
enseless as the Canadians were at Ypres 
when the Germans sent over their first 
gas cloud.” 

The book covers in a most scientific 
way the use and effect of all toxic gases 
and results in modern warfare. It gives 
a history of poisonous gases and their 
manufacture from deviated commercial 
sources easily converted from use 
agents to destructive application in wart 
fare, such as chlorine and its gas products. 

An interesting chapter is devoted to the 
use of charcoal in filters of gas masks an 
the absorption of poisonous gases by ¢al- 
bon. The charcoal of nut shells used in 
the latter part of the war were especially of 
value in picking up and absorbing the 
cyanide gases which were so deadly and 
quick in action. 

The subject of gas masks is completely 
covered and comparative relative values 
of all foreign made masks are considered. 
Protective clothing is described as well as 
masks for animals and body wrappings for 
animals, Smoke and smoke screening has 
been treated in a practical and masterly 
way by these experienced authors and 1s 
of great practical value. 

Incinerable materials are reviewed and 
the important use of these new agents 
combat is pointed out. Pharmacology of 
gases of a technical nature is well handled.

Fair Play 


Nobody denies that France has made 
some mistakes and her politicians and 
diplomats some blunders. The French 
are only human like the rest of the world. 
The entire French press is not always 
well informed and sincere and representa- 
tive of true national feeling, nor are the 
French people altruistically interested 
solely in the welfare of others. But are 
we perfect? Do we never make mistakes ; 
are our politicians and diplomats always 
wise and honest and disinterested? Is 
our entire press always well informed and 
sincere and representative of true national 
feeling? Do we think only of the wel- 
fare of others? 

We expect foreigners to judge us on the 
basis of what we as a nation fundamen- 
tally are and of the ideals for which we 
stand, rather than to judge us by the fol- 
lies of our politicians, the vagaries of our 
diplomats, or the vaporings of the mis- 
guided section of our press, and to make 
allowances for our special conditions. 

Why, then, in considering or dealing 
with questions relating to Irance should 
we not observe the Golden Rule and do 
unto others as we would that others should 
dc unto us—in short, give France fair 
play? Judge not, that ye be not judged. 


Trade and Safety.

The international 
this: The world wants 
wants safety. 

America will not make an alliance with 

any foreign country, her only real politi- 
eal interest outside this hemisphere is in 
the Pacific, but she wants to sell to all the 
world her enormous surplus of manufac- 
tures and materials. England’s welfare, 
she being an industrial as distinguished 
from an agricultural country and far from 
self-sustaining, and having a large popu- 
lation on a small island, is primarily de- 
pendent on an immediate restoration of 
trade, since slre can live only by utilizing 
her large excess population not employed 
in agriculture for the production and ex- 
port of manufactured articles. Hiven if in 
the future a restored Germany may be a 
menace to England, this could only be in 
the dim future, while without a prompt 
restoration of trade England’s industrial 
population must suffer—indeed is suffer- 
ing. Therefore, Mngland necessarily seeks 
to restore trade, even at the risk of a 
powerful Germany. 
A restored Germany probably mcans a 
German-Russian combination, and this in 
turn implies the elimination of Poland. 
France erected Poland as the only pos- 
sible barrier to prevent or delay such a 
combination. Germany has the industrial 
skill and Russia thé natural resources and 
unemployed population, and to these fac- 
ters are to be added geographical propin- 
quity and the fact that prior to the war 
German industry and capital had, for a 
century or more, been peacefully penetrat- 
ing Russia, and that Germany has the only 
large body of Europeans who speak the 
Russian language and understand Russian 
industrial conditions. If Germany be given 
a free hand in Russia, England really pos- 
sesses nothing that Germany would want. 
The German colonies were never a great 
svecess and they cannot he mentioned in 
the same breath with the industrial possi- 
bilities that Germany would gain in the 
restoration of Russia. 


Germany Still a Menace; 


On the other hand, France has much 
that Germany wants. There lies between 
France and Germany the great water-way 
of Western Europe—the Rhine; along 
which not only a vast industrial life has 
grown up, but in the neighborhood of 
which are immense deposits of raw ma- 
terials, especially iron and coal. Ger- 
many considers the territory west of the 
Rhine essential to her economic prosper- 
ity. France by the treaty that ended the 
World War was given permanent posses- 
sion of Alsace and Lorraine, which had 
been included in Germany since the war 
of 1870, and temporary occupation up to 
the Rhine—the latter as security for the 
performance by Germany of other condi- 
tions of peace. France has a population 
of scarcely 35,000,000 and Germany about 
double that number. It goes without say- 
ing that Germany will undertake to regain 
what she has lost as a result of the war 
and will refuse to pay reparations at the 
first safe opportunity. France has twice 
been invaded by Germany within fifty 
years, and even back of that there is the 
historic and deep-rooted animosity be- 
tween the countries and the several other 
invasions which history recounts. 

Whether or no Germany be at the mo- 
ment a military power, who can say what 
the future will bring forth? The boun- 
dary between France and Germany is only 
imaginary. Disarmament does not pre- 
vent fighting—we have always been dis- 
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for France

wars. Even assuming disarmament of 
France and Germany, who would win in 
another war? Of course the side with 
double weight of brute force—namely, 
Germany. 


No Danger to America. 


America thinks she has little to fear in 
the near future from a restored Germany, 
and not much, even, from a German-Rus- 
sian combination. England is separated 
from Germany by water, and the 
Channel is not relatively so wide as it 
was, England believes she need not at 
present greatly fear a restored Germany. 
Vor years to come there will be plenty 
for Germans and Russians to do at home. 
The German fleet is destroyed and in a 
generation the trained naval personnel 
will be gone. England, at least so far as 
European countries are concerned, is, and 
will remain mistress of the seas. 

France is not a wholly self-sustaining 
country and normally imports large quan- 
tities of raw material, including a 
of her goods. When her male population 
is engaged in war instead of agriculture— 
only about fifteen per cent. of the popula- 
tion is industrial—she imports a larger 
share. She has important colonies from 
which she is separated by water, in the 
Pacific and Mediterranean, from the lat- 
ter drawing an important share of her 
raw materials. 


Russia Owes France Money. 


Russia owes France immense sums 
which she not only does not want to pay, 
out at the present time is utterly incapa- 
ble of paying, and France in turn 
heavily indebted to Great Britain and 
America. On the other hand, France 
must, at enormous expense, restore north- 
ern France, ravaged by the Germans, 

However high France originally set the 
reparations bill, it must always be remem- 
bered that apart from her material dam- 
age, which was staggering, there were 
killed on her own soil, in defense of their 
fatherland, more than a million and a 
of her most vigorous sons, and many more 
were maimed. Would any sum of ioney, 
even gold in heaps, repair this loss? 

Furthermore, Germany and her sup- 
porters have from the beginning adopted 
the halving system which France, in nam- 
ing a high figure, may have anticipated, 
having had some experience with German 
methods. Whenever a sum has been 
named or agreed upon, reasons subse- 
quently appear why it should be halved. 
This halving process has gone on until 
France fears that ultimately she will get 
half of nothing, though mathematicians 
and others say such a result is impossible. 

Unfortunately for France, the material 
interests of the -civilized world lie in 
“trade as usual,” while on the other hand 
France, even above trade, wants safety. 
It is no good for France to be rich if only. 
to be robbed again. The international 
banker is for trade and impatient with 
France’s fears for her safety. 

In certain quarters we hear complaints 
that France is delaying the game—that 
she is making world peace more remote 
and a resumption of trade unnecessarily 
om 5 Are these complaints wholly jus- 
tified? 


What France Might Do. 


You can answer these questions by ask- 
ing yourself what advice you, as a 
citizen 6f the world, would give France in 
her present very difficult circumstances. 
For example, you could advise France: 

1. To secure a defensive alliance with 
Great Britain and America, either or both. 
France would answer. “We have asked 
this; America has declined and we have 
not yet got a guaranty from England, and 
anyway she is a sea, not a land, power, 
and our defense must be conducted on 
land.” 

2. To trust to a change of the German 
heart. To this France would probably 
reply in the terms of our national game— 
“Twice is enough; three times and out.” 
3. To keep prepared to defend herself 
as best she may by the skill and valor of 
her sons. 

4. To ask that Germany pay for the dam- 
age she has wrought to the limit of her 
capacity to pay, and to preserve only 
real guaranty of co on, namely, 
France’s own power to enforce payment. 
5. To ask that her creditors do not 
press for payment of their debts, at least 
until she has collected some reasonable 
amount of indemnity from Germany. 
What, gentle reader, would you an- 
swer? What is fair play for France?

REPLY TO ‘‘DOUGHBOY.’’ 


To Tue Eprror: 

In your issue of Jan. 14 a criticism of 
the new pay bill was published and signed 
“Doughboy.” 

The statement was made that “pay for 
length of service and not duties performed 
will result in the person so paid becom- 
ing a mere time server.” Since the present 
scheme of promotion is likewise based 
upon length of service, does the writer be- 
lieve that all officers, including himself, 
have become mere time servers? Just 
why is it that applying the same prin- 
ciple to the Service pay as already applies 
to promotion should be death to initiative, 
push and efficiency? 

In justice to these who fail to agree 
with such a view it seems but right to 
assert that the general type of officers has 
been such as to justify confidence that 
duty would be performed to the best of 
their ability regardless of unfavorable leg- 
islation affecting either pay or promotion. 

One does not have to search the records 
very far to find instances of officers who 
have unhesitatingly given their best to 
their performance of duty regardless of 
pay or grade, and who, upon retiring as 
captains or even in a lower grade could 
look backward with pride over records of 
thirty or more years of faithful and hon- 
orable service with the knowledge that 
their performance of duty had not been 
gauged by the size of their pay check. 


Questions for ‘‘Doughboy.’’ 


Before the recent legislation was en- 
acted establishing the single list for pro- 
motion it has happened in more than one 
imstance that officers have held the grade 
of lieutenant and served in the same post 

officers: of less commissioned service 
who held the grade of major. Does the 
officer who signs himself as “‘Doughboy” 
assume that this inequality of promotion 
the initiative, push and efficiency of 


those officers whom legislation had not 
treated quite so well? Does he feel that 
those officers who held junior grades 


would have been justified in giving any 
less than their best in their performance 
of duty? 

Assuming, then, that those officers af- 
fected by proposed legislation do have a 
standard duty which is not entirely de- 
pendent upon pay and promotion, the ques- 
tion arises whether the new pay bill pos- 
sesses sufficient merit to justify approval. 

With the saving clause that no officer’s 
pay shall be reduced below the schedule 
of the 1908 pay bill, it would appear that 
the new bill is designed to increase, in 
certain cases, the pay of officers, according 
to length of commissioned service. Pro- 
motion is given on this basis. Why? 

the assumption that with length of 
service co.‘es experience and, therefore, 
fitness for command. If these same quali- 
ties entitle one to promotion, why not to 
increase of pay? 


Justice to Largest Number. 


It is admitted that, whatever scheme of 

or promotion may be adopted, certain 

ces may be quoted where individuals 

are affected unfavorably. In any pro- 

legislation justice to the largest 
number should be the object sought for. 

The question of constructive service is 
ene which should be considered in all its 
aspects. Certainly, one who is given a 
commission as colonel should be credited 
with more constructive service than one 
who enters the Service at the same time 
in the grade of lieutenant, as the award of 
the commission as colonel carries with it 
the assumption of experience and fitness 
to perform the duties of that grade. 

Coming back to the question of pay ac- 
cording to length of service and omitting 
reference to “constructive service” it 
would seem that this method is the best 
to insure an increase which will somewhat 

pace with living requirements and 
which will not be too greatly influenced by 
the accident of date of entry into Service. 

With a pay schedule so arranged an 
officer of five years’ service would receive 
a definite income regardless of legislation 
aftecting the strength of the commissioned 
personnel. 

The question of “promotion” up to and 
including the grade of colonel is deter- 
mined by legislation and not a question of 
individual effort of the officer concerned. 
He is promoted when a vacancy exists in 
the grade above him. It is assumed that 
a'l officers give their best in their per- 
formance of duty and are fitted for aon 
motion when the necessary vacancy exists. 
For those who do not or who are unfit, 
the Class B list has been provided. If 
this method of promotion has not killed 
initiative why should any such result fol- 
low the adoption of a schedule of pay 
similarly based on length of service? 

Officers entering the Service now as lieu- 
tenants will not reach the grade of major 
for many years (we will assume 16 years 
which appears a minimum). Those who 


were commissioned six years ago all now 
hold that grade. Those who entered in 
1916 will therefore, without regard to their 
ability, draw the pay of major for at least 
ten years longer than those of equal or 
even greater ability who enter now. If 
the major who entered the Service in 1916 
weuld have his initiative, push, and effli- 
ciency killed by a failure on the part of 
the Government to give him his ten-year 
advantage in pay, what standard of effi- 
ciency would he expect from his subordi- 
nete officers holding the grade of lieuten- 
ant after service totaling more than that 
which secured for their commander the 
grade of major? 

If we want Congress to do nothing for 
us, in the way of pay adjustment, the best 
way to insure it is to advance a lot of 
arguments against every method which our 
friends in Congress put forward in our 
favor. Such arguments make good am- 
munition for the opposition. 

If we really want to have Congress help 
the Services in the matter of pay adjust- 
ment it would seem to be a mighty good 
idea to weigh our arguments and see 
whether they are based on justice or 
whether they reflect merely the way the 
particular bit of legislation may happen to 
affect the pay of the officer who thinks 
only of his own pay and is willing to cast 
the rights of all others into the scrap 


heap.

PAY IN FUTURE RETIREMENTS. 


To THE Epiror: 

Under the provisions of Sec. 19 of the 
proposed pay bill, published on page 439 
of your issue of Jan. 7, 1922, what would 


be the difference of pay of two colonels, 
A and B, retired after the same lengths of 
service, over thirty years, each having one 
dependent; A having been retired before 
the date of the passage of the bill and B 
retired after that date?

{| Nore.—According to Sec. 19 of the tentative 
bill as published, the pay of those already re- 
tired is not affected by the bill. The pay of 
those retired after the new bill becomes a law 
is to be computed as now authorized, on the 
basis of the active pay the officer is receiving at 
time of his retirement. The new base rates are 
yet to be worked out. What the bill proposes 
to give an active officer on account of his de- 
pendents comes under the head of allowances 
and existing law does not grant any part of 
the active allowances to an cfficer on the re- 
tired list. For that reason, there would be no 
difference between the retired pay of A and that 
of B unless the new bill fixes the active pay 
of an officer with B’s grade and length of ser- 
vice at a different rate from that provided by 
the law of 1908, on which latter law A’s pay 
is based.—Eprror. } 





ALLOWANCE FOR ROOMS. 


To THE EpITor: 

There is one point about the proposed 
pay bill which I have not seen com- 
mented upon, although I suppose it has 
been noticed by others. That is, that the 
arrangement of the allowance for rooms 
Tresults in a married officer receiving 
materially less while on sea duty than 
while on shore duty. 

Take the case of an officer with a wife 
and two children. His allowance for 
rooms is (third period), on _ shore 
duty: Personal, three rooms, $60; depend- 
ents (3) two rooms, $40; totals $100. 
On sea duty: Personal, nothing; depend- 
ents, $40; total $40. 

Every one knows that while an officer 
is on shore duty his expenses are, if any- 
thing, less than while on sea duty. The 
qvarters provided for his family, by him, 
while on sea duty, are usually the same 
as while on shore duty, for his family and 
himself together. 

This discrepancy between the allow- 
ances and the requirements of the situa- 
tion could be remedied by increasing the 
allowance for dependents at the expense 





of the personal allowance. If this cannot 
be done because of the bachelor officers, the 
allowance for sea duty should at least be 
not more than one room less than for 


shore duty.

INJUSTICE TO NON-COMS. 


To rue Epiror: 

Having read Circular 275, War Dept., 
1921, I can readily see that the non-com- 
missioned officers that accepted commis- 
sions for the period of the World War 
are now to suffer for so doing. The circu- 
lar states that not later than May 31, 
1922, all N.C. officers who are surplus in 
their grades will be reduced at least one 
and maybe two grades. Perhaps some of 
them will be reduced even more. 

Take my case: I was a regimental sup- 
ply sergeant (now master sergeant) be- 
fore the war. When war was declared I 
was asked to accept an emergency com- 
mission which I willingly did with the 
understanding and assurance of my su- 
perior officers, that upon dscharge from 
said commission I would revert to grade 
held when accepting the commission. In 
fact Congress passed a law whereby I 
eculd re-enlist and continue to hold the 
grade held when commissioned. Now this 
circular comes along and rescinds an act 
of Congress. Can it be done? I was dis- 
charged from my commisson Nov. 30, 
1920, re-enlisted Dec. 1, 1920. Upon re- 
enlistment I was informed that there were 
no vacancies with organizations in my 
grade (master sergeant, Cavalry), so Iam 
carried as surplus, with no prospects of 
getting a permanent assignment before the 
axe is wielded. I have over twenty years’ 
service to my credit, three years and four 
months of which is commissioned service, 
served in grades of second lieutenant, cap- 
tain and major. I have just three years 
te do before retiring and had high hopes 
of doing so while holding my present 
grade, but my hopes are to be shattered. 
I entered the Service when quite young 
and have given my country the best part 
of my life, and now I am to be rewarded 
for such services, by being reduced. Is it 
jnstice to me? ‘There are hundreds of 
cther cases identical to mine. 

It is hoped that the ones responsible 
for the publication of Circular 275, will 
see what a hardship and injustice the en- 
forcement of it will cause when put into 
effect and take steps to rescind it, espe- 
cially the part that effects the non-com- 
missioned officers who held commissions 
during the war. They should be rewarded 
instead of punished.

Cap 
tain A was classified in the branch a 
signment group and detailed as instructo 
of applied numismatics and chiropody, 
something like that, at Camp Bazookus 
I am so glad I persuaded him to accept 
a Reserve commission. 


Lieutenant, Captain or Major? 


However, my good friend Captain B 
had served as a first lieutenant in the 
war, and had accepted a commission 4s 
captain in the Infantry Reserve 
over two years ago. I put in for his as 
signment as soon as my own arrived. True, 
the card index of officers in this district 
shows him as a first lieutenant, but be 
has a captain’s commission, for I have 
seen it. Finally, I learned that he is not 
available, for records at corps area show 
him to be Major B. The Lord only knows 
what his grade is. Il y a tous les jours 
quelque damn chose!

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Naval Competition Not Ended 

T is to be regretted that apparently 
| the conference will succeed in limit- 
ing construction in battleships and 
aircraft carriers only. This cannot be ef- 
fective in preventing naval competition 
pecause one form of naval power can serve 
as a substitute for another, to a great ex- 
tent. 

A balanced fleet should contain a cer- 
tain proportion of each naval type, in- 
cuding battleships, cruisers, destroyers, 
submarines, aircraft carriers, mine layers, 
ete. But this proportion is elastic and 
depends largely upon the nature of the 
campaign to be expected. Under all cir- 
cumstances the total strength of the fleet 
may be increased by the addition of ves- 
sels of any class, even though the accre- 
tion may unbalance the fleet theoretically. 

An agreement restricting only one or 
two types of ships cannot halt competitive 
puilding or great expenditures. There is 
danger that America will suffer from the 
prospective partial agreement, due to a 
probable tendency of our people to assume 
falsely that such agreement will halt com- 
petition. 

During the height of the battle of Jut- 
land eleven German destroyers made an 
attack which resulted in torpedoing one 
British battleship and in forcing the whole 
Grand Fleet to turn away, thus saving the 
High Seas Fleet. More German destroy- 
ers probably would have torpedoed more 
British battleships. In spite of the Ger- 
man deficiency in battleships, the German 
total strength would have been considera- 
bly increased by the addition of destroy- 
ers. 

The position of great tactical advantage 
reached by the Grand Fleet at the open- 
ing of the same battle was due to the 
British superiority in cruisers, which kept 
their own fleet informed of German move- 
ments while denying to the Germans cor- 
responding information of British move- 
ments. Obviously, enhanced cruiser 
strength added greatly to the aggregate 
power of the Grand Fleet. 

Similarly, strength in submarines, anti- 
submarine vessels and mine layers may 
swell the strength of a fleet, even though 
battleships and plane carriers are limited. 


The continuation in competitive build- 
ing of naval armaments that is practically 
certain to follow a merely partial agree- 
ment of limitation promises to be as ex- 
pensive as ever. In cost only fifteen de- 
stroyers are equivalent to a battleship. For 
the same amount about fifteen medium 
sized submarines, or seven large subma- 
rines, or three light cruisers can be built. 


Our destroyers now in commission cost 
practically as much as eighteen battleships, 
the number to be allowed us by the con- 
ference. The ninety submarines which 
France regards as her minimum require- 
ment will be equivalent in cost to six 
battleships. To provide adequately against 
the French submarine threat Great 
Britain must spend large sums in the 
construction of destroyers and other anti- 
submarine types. France will desire to 
build auxiliary vessels also in order to 
minimize British anti-submarine efforts. 
This will require still more British aux- 
iliaries. Thus the old competition in Bu- 
Tope is likely to continue, and to be quite 
a8 expensive as ever. 

A cardinal feature of the Japanese at- 
titude at the conference has been an in- 
sistence upon an ample allowance of sub- 
marines, and of “defensive” types—fhat 
is, destroyers and cruisers. 


With a great number of such vessels 
and aircraft operating from the numer- 
ous bases available to Japan in the Caro- 
lines, Marshalls and other outlying isTands 
her position in the western Pacific will be 
exceedingly strong. It should be noted 
that the limitation of fortifications will 
assist Such Japanese strategy, because her 
Nearness to all the islands in question, in- 
cluding those belonging to other nations, 
Will enable her to seize and fortify any or

all of them before a hostile fleet can ar- 
rive upon the scene. 

The limitation of battleships permits 
the Japanese to divert money intended 
for them to the building of the smaller 
types. If we are to retain our ability to 
defend the Philippines we must more than 
match the Japanese program for subma- 
rines, cruisers and destroyers. This prom- 
ises to be expensive. 

French concurrence in the principle of 
anti-ruthlessness in the use of submarines 
opened the way for limitation of subma- 
rine strength, which in turn would have 
permitted limitation of cruisers, destroy- 
ers and other auxiliaries. 

It is to be regretted that apparently 
the conference will not apply limitation 
to all naval types, since partial limitation 
cannot possibly be effective in eliminating 
expensive competitive building. This 
point has not been dealt with adequately 
by our press, the only medium through 
which the American people can be suffi- 
ciently informed to make a correct judg- 
mént of the probable effects of the agree- 
ments which the conference will reach. 
If they fail to appreciate the need of 
maintaining an appropriate relative 
strength in the smaller naval types in the 
Navy the conference will have harmed 
America. 


Truth Through Publicity 
NE of the greatest lessons of the 
Conference for the Limitation of 


+ Armaments is the need of pub- 


licity for the interests of the American 
Army and Navy in the home press. The 
almost complete lack of presentation of 
the American viewpoint by the American 
press during the critical period when the 
conference has been in session has handi- 
capped seriously the American conferees 
in pressing for and reaching agreements 
in harmony with American interests. 

This was not necessarily due to propa- 
ganda. Each one of the swarm of corre- 
spondents in Washington was under the 
necessity of tting out a story daily. 
Few of them had sufficient technical know]l- 
edge to interpret proposals or agreements 


intelligently, and consequently had to de-~ 


pend upon the advice of persons possess- 
ing such knowledge. 

The foreigners came prepared to fur- 
nish information and advice from their 
own standpoint; whereas the Americans 
were not so prepared. On the contrary, 
American officers followed their tradi- 
tional reluctance to express their opin- 
ions or to furnish the press with legiti- 


mate information. Therefore, the mass 
of matter published by the American press 
was necessarily colored with foreign 


glasses and often, probably unknowingly, 
our papers supported views at variance 
with American and world interests. 

The legitimate interests. of the country 
and the Services require the constant dis- 
semination through the press of correct 
technical information from the _ only 
source available—the American officers. 
This is one of their highest duties to the 
country. 

The outstanding feature of Mr. Hughes's 
initial proposals was their great liberality. 
In order to promote world peace and to 
assist in the economic rehabilitation ‘of 
the world America voluntarily offered to 
give up a prospective first place in naval 
power; to scrap outright over three hun- 
_dred millions of dollars already spent in 





new construction, and to give up her 
power to make effective future resistance 
against a continuation of Japanese ag- 
gression in the Orient, even though di- 
rected against the Philippines. 


Probably because they had but few 
competent American technical advisers, 


our press as a whole failed to stress the 
unprecedented liberality and idealism of 
this offer. Had it done so the foreign rep- 
resentatives would have found it very diffi- 
cult to undertake a campaign of bargain- 
ing having for its object to squeeze even 
greater concessions from America and our 
representatives would have been able to 
resist such an endeavor much more effec- 
tively. For example, they might not have 
been forced to give up the right to fortify 
our possessions in the Orient, which re- 
striction reduces very much more than 
originally contemplated by us our power 
to defend the Philippines. 

American naval interests require sub- 
stantial submarine strength for use in a 
perfectly humane and legitimate manner. 
There was practically no mention made of 
this fact in our press at a time when the 
British were endeavoring to have subma- 
rines abolished. Our papers as a whole 
came out strongly for abolition, with the 
result that our conferees were impelled to 
offer a compromise on a basis of a very 
substantial reduction in the American 
quota. 

This compromise was so much below 
the legitimate requirements of the French 
that they could not subscribe to it. Their 
counter proposals for a liberal ratio of 
submarine tonnage opened the way for a 
limit high enough to meet legitimate 
American requirements. The Japanese 
were in favor of a high limit. and the 
Italians were neutral in the matter. Only 
British interests were opposed to a high 
limit; yet our press had been so thorough- 
ly indoctrinated with the abolition theory, 
contrary to American interests, that our 
conferees had no public sentiment they 
could utilize to bring about a final com- 
promise on a basis of liberal submarine 
quotas. 

This was the most critical stage of the 
conference. The failure to agree on sub- 
marines made it impossible to limit ra- 
tionally cruisers, destroyers and other anti- 
submarine craft. Thus the conference 
was able to accomplish only very much 
less than it probably would have done if 
the American press had supported inher- 
ent American interests. The American 
press did not know how to do this in the 
absence of competent American technical 
advice. 

The American press as a whole has al- 
ways been willing to be informed upon 
technical questions and to support prop- 
erly the interests of America. But the 
habitual reluctance of military and naval 
officers to be a party to publicity, engen- 
dered by previously existing regulations 
based on false conceptions, has resulted in 
denying the country accurate informa- 
tion. 

In consequence, the public is usually 
misinformed and public opinion, the great- 
est force in the country, is moulded con- 
trary to the best interests of the country 
and the Services. The conference has 
illustrated this fact in a forceful way. It 
is to be hoped that we may profit by this 
lesson. 

Strict regulations against officers par- 
ticipating in publicity have been in force 
for many years. Recently these have been 


very wisely modified, but officers as a body 
have not yet had time to acquire the habit 
of co-operating with the press in placing 
accurate facts before the country. 

Inherently, this is an important part of 
the duty of officers to their country. It is 
the only way to combat propaganda, 
whether misguided or deliberately perni- 
cious. It is the only means of enabling 
the publie to form correct judgments upon 
military and naval affairs. 


Economy in the Services 


ONGRESS has no reason to com- 
C plain against the Army and Navy 
for failure to realize the impor- 
tance of keeping down the expenses of 
their respective establishments. If Con- 
gress adheres to a real policy of economy 
as closely as have Secretary of ‘War 
Weeks and Secretary of the Navy Denby 
it will receive the much sought for bene- 
diction from the home districts of “wel 
done, good and faithful servant.” 

Secretary Weeks and Secretary Denby 
are business men of demonstrated and ac 
knowledged ability. From the beginning 
they have reduced the expenses of the mil- 
itary and naval establishments as rapidly 
as conditions would permit and to a point 
beyond which it would be unsafe to go. 

Economy has been the watchword not 
only in the departments but in the Army 
and in the Fleet. Reductions in expenses 
which have never been thought of in for- 
mer years have been made in both Services. 

In carrying out the reductions in the 
strength of the Army which necessitated a 
large number of changes in stations of 
troops, organizations have been marched 
thousands of miles to save transportation. 
In these movements the troops, instead of 
complaining of having to endure war hard- 
ships in time of peace, have gone about 
the task in the most cheerful and patriotic 
spirit. 

The manner in which the Regular Army 
and Navy have met post-war conditions is 
an example to the civilian body. 

If some of the members of Congress 
who are continually railing at the Regu- 
lar Army think that the Regulars are un-° 
popular with those who really know them 
they should make inquiries along the line 
of the marches of the organizations that 
have changed stations during the past few 
months. There is no doubt that a great 
benefit has accrued to the Regular Estab- 
lishment as a result of these movements. 

The same cheerful spirit of co-operation 
in real economy in the expenses of the 
Military Establishment prevails in the 
National Guard, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
the Organized Reserves, the Military 
Training Camps Association and the other 
organizations which are attempting to 
maintain our national defenses at a mini- 

“mum expense. 

The work of the Military Training 
Camps Association and much that is be- 
ing done by National Guard officers and 
Reserve officers are properly the functions 
of the Government. Congress should ap- 
propriate sufficient funds so that it would 
not be necessary for patriotic men in these 
activities to donate their time to the Gov- 
ernment. But rather than see the present 
drastic reduction in the expenses of the 
Military Establishment, brought on large- 
ly by the wails of the pacifists, interfere 
with the carrying out of the new Army 
policy, patriotic men are really making 
up deficits in Congressional appropria- 
tions. The Regular Army and the officers 
and men are also making sacrifices. 

Under these conditions the three com- 
ponent parts of the Army of the United 
States and the patriotic men who are sup- 
porting it are entitled to some recognition 
at the hands of Congress. It is about time 
for some one in Congress to rise and tell 
the country what sacrifices are being made, 
both in the Regular Army and other 
branches of the Services, towards ithe 
preservation of our national defenses dur- 
ing this wave of economy.

NORTH DAKOTA AGRICULTURAL 
COLLEGE. 


After having passed through death and 
resurrection, the R.O.T.C. Infantry unit 
at the North Dakota Agricultural College, 
Fargo, is showing unmistakable signs not 


only of a strong life but of a healthy 
growth. Due to conflicts in hours avail- 
able for military instruction during the 
last academic year the enrollment dropped 
below the required minimum for the unit. 

In July, 1921, orders were issued from 
the War Department withdrawing the unit. 
The college authorities immediately took 
steps to have this action reconsidered. 
Due to the efforts of the corps area -com- 
mander and others the desired result was 
obtained and early in September the unit 
was re-established. With the opening of 
the college in September it was early seen 
that the required enrollment could be main- 
tained and greatly exceeded. The class 
hours were so arranged as to avoid con- 
flicts with other departments of the col- 
lege and so as to allow of the handling of 
the students in small groups. 

The increased enroliment in the depart- 
ment resulted in a greatly increased inter- 
est of the students in their military in- 
struction. This interest grew until one of 
the resulting effects was the petitioning 
of the Scabbard and Blade for the grant- 
ing of a company charter to the college. 
The petition has been granted. 

The annual inter-company competitive 
drill will come in March, as it has each 
year since the competition was established 
in 1916. Plans are being made for the an- 
nual military ball to be held March 17, 
this having developed into one of the lead- 
ing social events of the college year since 
the first one held in 1916. 

The unit will be represented by one or 
more teams in the Corps Area Inter-Col- 
legiate Gallery Competitions in February 
and March.

upon the stretchers. 

Gen. John J. Pershing was at the scene 
of the disaster within an hour after it oc- 
curred and telephoned to Brig. Gen. Harry 
H. Bandholz, who immediately ordered a 
force of Infantry to the scene. The guard 
of the Arms Conference was also turned 
out. 

In recognition of the service of the sol- 
diers and marines, the president of the 
Board of Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia addressed a letter of commenda- 
tion to Secretary of War Weeks. The 
Secretary addressed a letter to General 
Pershing expressing his appreciation of 
the valuable services rend by the mili- 
tary, and the latter sent a letter to 4 
Gen. H. H. Bandholtz, U.S.A. command- 
ing the District of Washington, praising 
the work of the military men.

J. J. 8S. asks: (1) I hold commission 4 
captain of Infantry, O.R.C., since March 24 
1919, nearly three years ago, and have hot 
had any active duty since commissioned, 4]. 
though I note many assignments in preceding 
issues of the Army and Navy Journal, (2) 
When will enlisted men of the Regular Army 
that are now holding Reserve commissions be 
assigned! (3) How can enlisted men with 
long years of service, holding Reserve com. 
mission, make application to attend Camp 
Benning school as a Reserve officer? 

Answer: (1) Enlisted men of the Regular 
Army now holding Reserve commissions be. 
long to the unassigned group. In the event 
of a war, they will be assigned to whatever 
station they are qualified for. (2) Par. 135 

R, No. 43, O.R.C., provides that ‘‘warrant 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
or National Guard or retired warrant officers 





and enlisted men of the Regular Army who 
are appointed Reserve officers will continue 
to serve as warrant officers or enlisted men 
active or retired, in the arm, staff corps, or 
department to which they pertain. If they 
are ordered to active duty as Reserve officers 
they will become inactive as warrant officers 
or enlisted men, and active as officers. Upon 
being relieved from duty or discharged ag 
Reserve officers, they will revert back to their 
warrant or enlisted status without loss of 
rank. Such warrant officers and enlisted men 
while serving as Reserve officers on active 
duty will receive the pay and allowances of 
officers, and during such time are entitled to 
no pay or allowances as warrant officers or 
enlisted men. All service rendered as an offi. 
cer will bea credited to the time of such war. 
rant officer or enlisted man under his warrant 
on enlistment contract. If enlistment expires 
while serving as an officer, immediate re-en- 
listment is authorized. (3) If you desire to 
make application to attend the Camp Benning 
school as a Reserve officer, forward your ap- 
plication through channels to your corps area 
commander. If it is approved by him, it wil]

P. J. K. asks: In your answer to E. S. dated 
Jan. 7 you stated that the bonus was denied 
men on the retired list because they are on 
the pay list of the Army and still remain sub- 
ject to Army Regulations. According to that 
8 man still in the Service is not entitled to 
the bonus. Please explain further. 

Answer: The World War discharge bonus 
of $60 was authorized by the act of Feb. 24, 
1919, for ‘‘all persons serving in the military 
or naval forces of the U.S. during the present 
war who have since April 6, 1917, resigned 
or been discharged under honorable conditions 
(or, in the case of Reservists, been placed on 
inactive duty), or who at any time hereafter 
(but not later than the termination of the 
current enlistment or term of service) in the 
case of the enlisted personnel. . . ."’ As 
a man neithér resigns nor is discharged when 
he goes on the retired list, he cannot receive 
the above benefit. 

Z. P. D. asks: (1) If a young man after 
deserting the Army in 1920 regrets his deed, 
and then surrenders himself voluntarily, how 
much is the maximum penalty inflicted upon 
him? (2) After serving a short period of the 
sentence imposed on him, is he given a chance 
and aliowed to return to the Army to serve 
out his term as a soldier? 

Anwer: (1) By executive order dated Feb. 
4, 1921, the maximum punishment for de 
sertion terminated by surrender after absence 
of not more than sixty days is dishonorable dis- 
charge, forfeiture of all pay and allowances due 
and to become due and nine months’ confine 
ment at hard labor; after absence of more 
than sixty days the same punishment in re 
spect to dishonorable discharge and one year’s 
confinement at hard labor. These are the 
maximum penalties and it is within the dis 
cretion of the court as to whether the maxr 
mum or a lesser penalty should be imposed. 
(2) With respect to your second question, 
the 58th Article of War provides that “if 
the offense (desertion) be committed at any 
other time than in the time of war any pen 
alty excepting death that a court-martial may 
direct.’’ It therefore follows that if no dis- 
honorable discharge is imposed, the soldier 
will have no difficulty in being restored to 
duty and being permitted to serve out his 
term of enlistment. But if a dishonorable 
discharge is imposed as a part of the pendity 
and the same has been suspended during the 
period of confinement the soldier may be rte 
stored to duty, but if that part of the sen 
tence has been executed and the soldier has 
in fact been dishonorably discharged, he cal 
not be restored to duty. 


ARMY OF THE UNITED STATES 
‘AS A CONSTRUCTIVE FORCE. 


“The Army of the United States as 
Constructive Force” was the subject taken 
by the Rev. Marion D. Shutter, D.D., of 
the Church of the Redeemer, Minneapolis, 
Minn.. in an address in his church on Jan. 
15. The emphasis of his address was lai 
upon the peace-time work of the Army 
and Navy. 5 

“Wherever the Army has gone,” Dr. 
Shutter said, “it not only has set up pub- 
lie order, but it has promoted the publie 
health. This service alone has been 
worth many times the cost of maintaining 
the Army in times of peace. . 

“The salvation of Cuba and Porto Rice 
was the army of occupation. The same 
was true of the Philippines. They wer? 
saved from anarchy and epidemics. The 
sanitary work alone in the Army has Te 
vealed the secret of many diseases, such 
as yellow fever, beri-beri, typhoid, malaria 
and smallpox. 

“Just aay when nothing is too bad t 
say about the Army and nothing is to 
foolish for Congress to do about it. i 
word-of justice should be spoken. We & 
know what it can do in time of war; We 
do not all know its great services in time 
of peace. No other organization has # 
more splendid civic record.”

Circular Letter No. 5. Jan. 13, 1922. 


To: The Adjutants General of all states, Terri- 
tories of Hawaii and Porto Rico, and the 
District of Columbia Militia. 

The following instructions have been re- 
ceived from the General Staff, under date of 
Jan. 10, 1922, and are transmitted for the 
guidance of all concerned: 

‘*‘When a Federally recognized National 
Guard organization is changed in character or 
branch, in order to comply with the new or- 
ganization of the Army, or in order to fit in 
with the allotment of units to a state, and 
such change causes any of the existing en: 
listed, personnel to become surplus, in accord- 
ance with tables of organization for the Na- 
tional Guard and with National Guard Regu- 
lations, the following will govern: 

‘(a) In cases where a change in strength 

is caused by a change in character or branch 
of service any resulting excess in enligted per- 
sonnel may be retained until such excess ‘is 
absorbed by transfer, when such is expedient, 
or by routine vacancies. 
**(b) In case an organization has an excess 
of eglisted personnel, due to its having changed 
its character or branch of service, such ex: 
cess can be maintained only in the grade of 
private, and new enlistments will not be per- 
mitted until the organization is brought within 
the prescribed strength; however, men in the 
organization may be re-enlisted upon expira- 
tion of current enlistments. 

**(e) By June 30. 1923, all enlisted men 

in excess of the authorized enlisted strength 

for each unit must be discharged.’
